The Passing Show | Refrigeration Helps Health

It's always those we love the most who cause 
us the most pain. 

While most of us were grimly paying the 
provincial sales tax on necessities and steeling 
our hearts to pay in silence the 52 per cent 
Prosperity Bonds—having long ago kissed good- 
bye to the $25 a month basic 
dividend, and the interest-free 
loans — comes loud protest 
from a Social Credit M.P.

Aberhart proposes, and the recent declaration 
by Mr. Aberhart’s finance minister that the 
government has no means of raising money ex- 
cept by taxation. 

Pity that this declaration of Conservative 
policy in finance was not made, as it should 
have been, by Premier Aberhart.

While the Premier saves his face momentar- 
ily by having Hon. Mr. Cockroft make the an- 
nouncement of financial helplessness, anything 
a minister states officially is the expression of 
the government. It all comes to a question of 
whether it is kinder to break the news by de- 
grees, and by indirection, or to break the sad 
news frankly and directly. 

Premier Aberhart is yet to be heard from. 
He has not denied the statement of financial 
impotence made by his finance minister, but he 
may be expected to deny the idea of the 
Social Crediter M.P. that he and his government 
should be thrown out neck and crop. It may 
yet be found that Mr. Rowe is one of the un- 
pleasant persons referred to in the Book of 
Ezekiel, or if not, then an agent of the myster- 
jous money powers that are always at work 
teyously and anonymously in the shadows, to 
defeat the Aberhartian forces of righteousness 
and “effective demand.” 

Unless it can be definitely shown that this

The health value of our modern methods of 
refrigeration cannot be overestimated. For ex- 
ample, the wholesale distribution of fresh meat 
and other foods is possible only through the de- 
velopment of the refrigeration industry. Foods 
are now shipped in a wholesome state from 
where they are plentiful to 
where they are needed and 
after arrival are kept in a 
healthful state until they can 
be used, 

Since meat is one of our 
best and most easily digested 
proteins, furnishing one of 
the substances indispensable 
to the body, the fact that it is 
plentiful and also so well dis- 
tributed that everyone can 
have it is a modern miracle 
that pays us in our increased health and energy. 
Also, the ability to provide vegetables, fresh 
fruits and dairy products in the very finest con- 
dition is another of the benefits of refrigera- 
tion. 

All wholesale grocers, butchers and dairy- 
men are dependent upon cold storage or some 
form of artificial production of cold, and they 
can get this when and where they want it. In 
the dairies, milk is instantly cooled a few min- 
utes after it is milked, thus preventing the de- 
velopment of putrefactive bacteria, The cream 
is also kept at a regulated temperature and after 
churning, the butter is held in the cold room in 
first-class shape until it is absorbed through 
current demand. 

Inasmuch as proper refrigeration is essential 
in preserving food in a healthful state, I have 
always strongly advocated the use of both the 
ice box and the electric refrigerator. The house- 
wife with a good refrigerator in her kitchen has 
many advantages, as she can prepare her food 
early in the day and have it ready for the 
evening meal. Also, she can keep left-overs in 
a. wholesome state, using them Jater for soups 
or salads or similar dishes. Also, she will find 
it possible to prepare gelatin desserts and to 
keep them cool until ready to use. 

Furthermore, many housewives have told 
me that in actual experience, the use of an ice 
box or electric refrigerator will save money, 
inasmuch as the money value of the food which 
is saved from spoiling will amount to more 
than the cost of the equipment. I remember 
talking to one young couple who had estimated 
that their ice.box saved its purchase price in 
the first six months after they bought it. It may 
really cost more to do without ice or an electric 
refrigerator than it would to have it. 

The electric refrigerator has an advantage 
in that it maintains a uniform temperature; 
however, a well-built ice box will keep your 
foods perfectly safe, provided you keep the ice 
chamber more than half full. The only thing 
that is necessary in any refrigerator is to keep 
the temperature below 50 degrees F. All of the 
bacteria which are harmful to the human 
digestive tract can be kept inactive below that 
the temperature below 50 degrees F. All of the 
50 degrees, then bacteria begin to multiply and 
the food begins to spoil and is then not so 
desirable from the standpoint of health. The 
modern ice box is well constructed and firmly 
sealed ard will keep the right temperature if 
you put ice into it regularly 

America may well be said to be entering on a 
New Ice Age, not destructive like the famous 
Ice Age of millions of years ago, but this time 
beneficial to life. 

Certainly, the cooling devices man has per- 
fected protect your health many times each day 
by keeping your food wholesome, healthful and 
perfectly fresh until you are ready for it.

ANSWER: Epsom salts are not injurious to 
use for bathing. The addition of the salts to 
the bath causes a slight increase of perspiration.

On This Date . 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1792 Governor 
Simcoe was within sight of the 
first capital of Upper Canada. He 
and his party had left Kingston 
on, the 23rd on the official yacht 
Onondaga. The wind was con- 
trary and the journey slow, and 
it was not until the morning of 
the 26th that the governor and 
his party landed. But in her diary 
for July 25, Mrs. Simcoe wrote 
(when many miles out in the 
lake) “I saw the spray of the Falls 
of Niagara rising like a cloud. It 
is 40 miles distant.” This would 
indicate that the Governor's lady 
had either remarkable eyesight 
or was provided with powerful 
binoculars, a condition which is 
duplicated later on when “her 
excellency” wrote in the Diary: 
“On a clear day the north shore 
of Lake Ontario may be discern- 
ed.” 

The official landing on Thurs- 
day, July 25, was quite pictur- 
esque. The ship fired a salute, 
which was answered by a semi- 
royal salute from the guns of 
Fort Niagara, (then, of course, 
British) and when the governor 
landed the Queen's Rangers, |ook-

Wetaskiwin's decision to drop from the Northern Al- 
berta Baseball League brings a lot of genuine regret and 
Sympathy.
